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CALGARY LIBERAL MEETING 

A mass meeting of the electors 
of the Calgary district was held 
on Thursday last in the opera 
house Calgary, to hear Frank Oliver, 
M. P., speak on matters of interest to 
the Northwest. The opera house was 
well filled for the occasion, a num- 
ber of ladies occupying the gallery. 
Besides the principal speaker of the 
evening, there were on the platform 
P. McCarthy, chairman, A. L. Sifton, 
L 8S. G. Vanwart and others. 

The following is the report, in part, 
of the Tribune: Peter McCarthy, Q. 
C., introduced the visitor of the even- 
ing, Mr. Frank Oliver, who was re- 
eeived with great applause. Mr. 
Oliver said he was sensible he was 
addressing at Calgary the people of 
the principal city of the Northwest. 
As a supporter of the present govern- 
ment it was not his intention to amuse 
the audience with abuse of the opposi- 
tion party as the speaker believed 
there was room always for differences 
of opinion. He wished to state some 
facts and comparisons which it was 
not desired to discuss in a partiran 
spirit. 

As a start the speaker said it might 
be well to consider the predictions of 
tories in 1896 that if the grits got 
into power the country would be 
ruined. Now after three years we 
can see that the country never was 
so prosperous, and that a change of 
government did not cause a catas- 
trophe. 

The belief that the liberal party 
was antagonistic to the Northwest 
as predicted by tories at the last 
general election has been well shown 
to be fallacious as evidenced by the 
large expenditure on the Crow's Nest 
railway and other public works. 

The aid granted to government 
creameries in Alberta has been a 
great factor in the present prosperity 
of Alberta, inasmuch as the govern- 
ment aid has put the industry on its 
feet as can be understood, when with- 
in two years $65,000 was realized 
from the sale of butter exported, at 
an average price of 20 cents. The 
consequence has been that the local 
butter market has been relieved, and 
price of butter in dairies raised. A 
profit of not less than $45,000 has 
been thereby accrued to the farmers 
by increase of value of butter. The 
speaker did not believe that under a 
conservative government there would 
have been the same results. 

With regard to railway develop- 
ment the Crow’s Nest railway has 
been built quickly, greatly to the 
advantage of Alberta, and mining 
districts, protecting all vested inter- 
ests of existing pioneer towns. He 
believed that it was right that lines 
of communication should be opened 
from Alberta to the Yukon, anda 
grant of $15,000 is now being expend- 
ed to open up the Peace River trail, 
which shows that the government 
takes a due interest in the north. 

The Edmonton bridge over the 
Saskatchewan will be completed this 
fall, for whieh Alberta is indebted to 
the present government who are ex- 
pending $75,000 on the work, and is 
the largest expenditure on any one 
object that has been made in the 
Northwest. 


The tariff of the conservatives was 
an unfair protective tariff in place of 
a revenue tariff, which has been intro- 
duced by the present government, 
and has caused a reduction in prices 
of a number of m&nufactured articles, 
such as self-binders and other agricul- 
tural implements, also binder twine, 
barbed wire“and other articles. The 
freight on apples has also been re- 
duced $1 a barrel. Provision had 
been made to control railway rates on 
the Crow's Nest pass railway. 


The amendments of the land act 
have been very beneficial especially es 
regards the cutting of hay on prairie, 
and timber regulatiens. The govern- 
ment have amended all regulations 
which have oppressed settlers and 
have empowered the minister of 
interior to sell additional lands to 
settlers at such price as the minister 
thinks fit. 

Mr. A. L. Sifton, M. L. A., was the 
next speaker who eulogized the action 
of Mr. Oliver during his term of mem- 
bership, and referred to the suecessful 
leadership of Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 

Arrangements have heen made to 
build a railway to compete with the 
C. P. R. from Lake Superier to Ed- 
monton, which shows how much the 
government are looking after the 
interests of the west. As regards 
local matters the late gevernment had 
the affairs of Banff pending for ten 
years over matters settled within a 
year by the present government. 

Over 75,000 settlers have come to 
the Territories within the last three 
years and 50,000 more expected this 
year in consequence of the vigor of the 
minister of interior and his staff. 
The speaker coneluded with a refer- 
ence to autonomy for the Territories 

Speaking editorially of the meeting 
the Tribune says: “Mr. Frank 
Oliver, M. P., addressed his constit- 


nents in the Calgary opera house on 
Thursday evening, and ‘received an 
enthusiastic reception.” 

The Herald (conservative) editorial- 
ly says: “The speech of Frank 
Oliver, M. P., before the large meet- 
ing of citizens in the Calgary opera 
house was characterized by the de- 
liberation, lucidity and independence 
for which the member for Alberta is 
noted. The Herald is not disposed 
to be critical toward Mr. Oliver. He 
has a difficult position to fill and he is 
filling it to the best of his judgment 
and the best of his ability. His re- 
marks on his relations towards his 
party and his eenstituents were decid- 
edly good. He represents interests a 
hundred times more important than 
those represented by the average 
eastern member. As long as he lends 
himself to the honest and faithful 
representation of those interests there 
are few people in Alberta who will 
hamper him by fault finding. The 
general disposition is rather to help 
than to hinder, except perhaps on the 
part of the particular element interest- 
ed in securing individual favors, and 
in regard to these Mr. Oliver has the 
sympathy and the endorsstion of the 
public in his declared determination to 
ceep clear of the spoilsmen, a negative 
policy which no doubt involves more 
of his time and patience than any 
other department of his public and 
private duties as a member of parlia- 
ment.” 


GOLD STRIKE. 

With reference to the report of rich 
placer diggings which it is claimed 
were located by the Neil, Jackson and 
McLaughlin party in the vicinity of 
the Jasper pass, and of which menticn 
was made in last issue, we reproduce 
in part the following letter written by 
Frank A Jackson, one of the members 
of the party, to his wife here. The 
letter is dated at Swift Current, B. C., 
on Feb. 6th, and was mailed at Golden, 
B.C. In it he says: “I am very 
glad to be able to send you a few lines 
to let you kuow 1 am _ well, and 
think I have struck it all right. Last 
fall when here I told Evans and Price, 
(a couple of Americans whom Jackson 
met at the pass last season when he 
was with McEvoy’s exploration party) 
about finding good colors on this 
stream, and not having time to prospect 
it myself they said they would give me 
half if they found anything. They let 
Fred Holliday, from Rossland, and 
some others in on it, and then had a 
wrangle among themselves, each want- 
ing to record the discovery, and as 
a placer claim has to be recorded three 
days after location, things were tied up, 
as they would not hold a meeting to 
elect a recorder among themselves. 
It was, therefore, a surprise to them 
when, on Dee. 27th, they heard the 
bells of Jackson’s pack train coming 
down the Fraser on the ice. After 
finding out how things were, they all 
agreed that I had the best right to the 
discovery claim as it comprises 1,000 
feet square and the others only 100 
feet. So I got the discovery claim 
and called it the Drummer. Then we 
held a meeting and elected a re- 
corder. I have been sinking a shaft 
to bed rock and am down about 15 
feet. The boys say this ought to pay 
from $20 to $40 a day to the man, and 
they have panned out dirt that ran 
from good colors to 50c to the pan. I 
am going down the Fraser, about 70 
miles below Tete Jaune Cache, as there 
is a new stampede there, two mer, 
Heath and Fulton, having struck gold 
in a gulch down there. I don’t know 
how rich it is. 

“There is a good deal of snow on 
the Swift Current and Frazer, but not 
much on Cranberry lake, where I have 
the horses. Price give me five tons of 
hey he and Evans put up last fail as 
their horses do not need it. The man 
that carries this letter, Jack Evans, and 
I separate at Tete Jaune Cache on 
Feb. 8th, Evans to reach the railroad 
about Beaver in 12 days, taking his 
grub and blankets on his back. I go 
down the Frazer river about 70 to 100 
miles with a toboggan’ I will be in 
Edmonton at least by 1st of May.” 

The writer then gives at some 
length a diary of the trip which had 
been made without serious mishaps. 
In conclusion hesays: “Hard luck 
began three days travel from Tete 
Jaune Cache in good weather. Camp- 
ed in three feet six inches ef snow; 


no feed. Burnt country; big logs. 
Christmas night. Snow turning to 
rain. We tied up our horses. This is 


what I had expected, and so prepared 
for a last hard struggle to lower coun- 
try with less snow and good feed. 
where we could be safe with every 
horse we left Edmonton with except 
the one left on the Macleod, which we 
expect to pick up going back. I 
brought out the small teed of oats we 
had kept and divided them up, then 
took my pads, ripped them up and fed 
the horses the little hay that was in 
them. Next day it was raining heav- 
ily and we had tocross deep gulches 
with snow slides on them. I was 
going up the side of the gulch leading 
my saddle horse when I heard a slide 
start. I dropped the bridle reins and 
ran ahead over the trail. I was not 
caught by the full force of it, but my 
horse was and was buried in it, but 
not injured. We shovelled him out 
and tramped it tight, and.so got the 
outfit over. We camped that night on 
a high bench. It was dark and raining 
furiously ; no feed ; everythiag burnt. 
I had to watch the horses to keep 
them from eating up the packs. We 
were then only a days drive from Tete 
Jaune Cache, #0 leaving Neil to guard 
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the packs I decided, to take the horses 
down light. Here was more dis- 
appointment ; more snow slides and a 
big, steep rocky bluff that sloped 
down to the river which was deep and 
partly covered with broken and float- 
ing ice. The pack trail cribbing was 
torn out by a big snow slide, the soft 
snow resting on the water and not 
firm enough to hold up. Feed was 
near, but no way to gettoit. We 
drove the horses back to where there 
was a little brush and worked till 
eleven o'clock that night packing big 
chuncks of snowin the crevasses and 
tramping them down with our feet. 
That night the wind blew furiously, 
timber falling all around us. <A tree 
fell on one of the horses backs hurting 
him pretty bad. Next morning the 
snow had frozen pretty hard as we ex- 
pected and the outfit got over safely. 
Then we reached only six inches of 
snow. It was terribly cold. Two 
mules froze to death and McLaughlin 
froze his feet. We met Price and 
Evans next day and are now all right.”

On being de 
tached from the runners the cars can 
be used as boats, each being capable 
of carrying 18 tons. Its promoter 
claims that on level ice he would have 
no difficulty in running 20 miles an 
hour.

BLACK LEG. 
Eprrox BuLterix. 

Dear Sir: I have received so 
many enquiries regarding vaccination 
for black leg that I trust you wili give 
me space for explaining the treatment 
in your paper. Divested of scientific 
technicalities. Mr. Tosby, of Chicago, 
who is recognized as an authority on 
the subject, writes as follows: “ Vac- 
cination consists of introducing into 
the system of the animal a weakened 
virus or germ ef the disease iteelf, 
which protects the animal for a certain 
time according to its age, egainst.an 
atiack of black leg by the ordinary 
means of infection or contagion, very 
similar to the vaccination of human 
beings against small pox. 

“ Many cattle owners are disposed to 
wait until black leg breaks out 
before they treat their stock, al- 
though they know that their district is 
infected, this is a serious mistake for 
experience has proven that while un- 
vaccisated animals took the disease 
and died, that vaccinated stock in the 
same pasture and drinking from the 
same streama and in every way sub- 
jected te the same conditions escaped 
the disease and improved in condition. 

“At present it is too cold to treat 
animals and black leg isseldom trouble- 
some until mild weather arrives and 
uatil the cattle get on fresh green feed, 
when it is sure to break out in infected 
districts, and if every p ecautien is not 


are 


- takeo at once to vaccinate young cattle 


and to completely destroy by fire all 
infected earcasses it will spread in every 
direction.” 

From the above it is plain that we 
have to make a determined effort to 
stop this disease, if we do not, we have 


1 rourselves to blame for the losses 
cattle which are sure to follow. 


°T have heard of many cases where 


infected carcasses have been drawn 
over the ground for considerable dis- 
tances away from houses, by men who 
were ignorant of the tact that where- 
ever any discharge from the dal 
animal remained it became an active 
source of communicating the disease to 
healthy cattle. Thanking you for this 
space. ‘
